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SMASH AND GRAB 

Prolific burglar claims he was only paid £100 for raids including £70k watch heist 



A serial burglar who helped steal 
luxury watches worth nearly 
£70,000 in a “slickly executed” 
smash- and-grab raid at a shopping 
centre has been sentenced to five 
years in jail. 

David West, 35, from Worcester 
Road, Sutton, took part in a string 
of raids at diamond and watch spe¬ 
cialist Ernest Jones in the Ashley 
Centre, Epsom, M&S in Banstead, 
Sainsbury's in Croydon and John 
Lewis in Sussex last year. 

West, who has a string of 63 pre¬ 
vious convictions and has already 
spent years behind bars, pleaded 
guilty to five counts of burglary 


during a hearing at Croydon Crown 
Court on Wednesday, but claimed 
he was a minor player and was 
paid just £100 for some of the raids. 

Masked men smashed their way 
into the Ashley Centre at 11pm on 
May 11 and then used a sledgeham¬ 
mer to break the jewellers’ window 
and snatched 35 luxury watches in¬ 
cluding Tag Heuers. 

They escaped with the loot de¬ 
spite the alarms being triggered, 
24-hour security at the shopping 
centre, and the close proximity of 
Epsom police based in the town 
hall. 

Referring to CCTV from the Ash¬ 
ley Centre that night, prosecutor 
Steven Attridge told the court: “It 
shows three males enter the shop¬ 
ping centre armed with a sledge 
hammer and other implements. 


“Going to the front of the store, 
smashing the window and reach¬ 
ing though to take items from the 
display.” 

A week earlier, on May 6, he also 
took part in a break-in at House of 
Fraser, near the Ashley Centre, 
and stole 10 pairs of jeans. 

Mr Attridge said: “Two men 
emerged carrying bags of what ap¬ 
peared to be clothes. They made off 
toward the town centre on foot.” 

In February West took part in a 
raid on M&S in Banstead High 
Street when a hammer was used to 
smash a glass door, tills were 
forced and £1,800 stolen. 

A lump hammer was left in the 
store and police later found the get¬ 
away car containing a crowbar and 
gloves with West's DNA on. 

After the John Lewis raid in 


Chichester on June 30, police 
caught West driving the getaway 
car which contained a crowbar, 
drills and gloves. 

But West’s defence lawyer 
Jonathan Simpson claimed his 
client was just a “minor player in a 
major event”. 

Mr Simpson said: “In all offences 
he was either a driver or a lookout. 

“On occasions he was paid no 
more than about £100, drafted in at 
the last minute and not privy to 
any of the plans on targeting the 
stores.” 

The scaffolder was brought up on 
the Roundshaw estate, in Sutton, 
and was heavily into drugs in his 
20s early 30s, but claimed he re¬ 
cently overcame drug addiction 
with the help of his partner. 

But sentencing West, Judge Peter 


Gower said: “The fact remains that time 
and time again you agreed to play a vital 
role in organised, slickly executed, pro¬ 
fessional burglaries.” 

West had a number of previous convic¬ 
tions and was jailed for four years for a 
robbery in Worcester Park in 2008 when 
he threatened to kill a female taxi driver 
before stealing and crashing her car.

We would like to apologise 
to the school for not giving 
them a fair opportunity to 
reply to the story and the al¬ 
legations made by the par¬ 
ents of the child, and instead 
ran an explanation provided 
by Surrey County Council, 
whom the newspaper under¬ 
stood to be the governing 
authority. 

Cuddington Croft School is 
in fact managed by academy 
group Glyn Learning 


Foundation. Following ex¬ 
tended correspondence a 
statement was provided by 
the school yesterday that 
said: “We would like to ex¬ 
press our deep disappoint¬ 
ment at not being given a fair 
opportunity to reply to the 
story printed in last week’s 
Sutton Guardian regarding 
our school and the allega¬ 
tions made by the parents of 
the child. 

“We acknowledge their 
apology on this matter. 

“We would like to make it 
clear that the child received 
prompt medical attention 
after the incident. 

“We would also like to reas¬ 
sure parents that the health 


and safety of all children at 
Cuddington Croft has been 
and will always remain a top 
priority for all members of 
staff as well as the governing 
body. 

“As a result of this 
incident, we have implement¬ 
ed additional measures to 
further safeguard our 
children. 

“We would also like to make 
clear our school is a safe and 
secure environment for all of 
our pupils.” 

The school has still failed to 
give any indication of what 
these safety measures are, 
and how soon they were in¬ 
troduced after the injury was 
sustained on January 19. 


Care home 
victim dies 

An 89-year-old who was left 
on end-of-life care after being 
placed in a failing care home 
has died. 

Edna Slann’s health deteri¬ 
orated after she contracted a 
severe foot infection while a 
resident at Grantley Court 
Nursing Home, in York Road, 
Sutton. 

She was placed there by 
Surrey County Council social 
services last June, even 
though an inspection by the 
Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) in January of that 
year had already identified 
concerns. 

It was shut down by the 
CCQ in December. 

Mrs Slann’s daughter 
Linda Cackett, of Manor 
Green Road, Epsom, said her 
mother died last Monday 
after suffering a stroke. 

She said: “I do not want 
what happened to mum to 
happen to anybody else and 
will do whatever I can to 
highlight the crisis in our 
care homes.” 

Ms Cackett has started an 
online petition calling for a 
judge-led inquiry into the 
care homes crisis.

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Jailed father and son told 
to hand back stolen £45k

An experienced father-and- 
son team of robbers have 
been ordered to pay back the 
£45k they stole in a vicious 
cash-in-transit robbery. 

Terrance Clark, 50, and 
his son Lewis Clark, 27, of 
Battersea, were jailed last 
June after being found guilty 
of conspiracy to commit 
robbery and possession of 
an imitation firearm with 
criminal intent. 

Terrance Clark was sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison, while 
his son was handed 16 years. 

Victim James Smith, a 
cash-in-transit worker who 
had served 24 years in the 
Army, was violently pistol- 
whipped during the robbery 
in January 2013, leaving his 
helmet full of blood and 
fragments of teeth on his 
clothes. 

The Clarks had travelled to 
Tattenham Corner, near 
Epsom Downs Racecourse, 
to commit armed robbery 
outside a Co-op store in 
Tattenham Crescent. 

At a hearing at Guildford 
Crown Court last Thursday, 
they were ordered to pay 
back the £45,000 they stole 



under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act. They will each pay £22,500. 

During proceedings, Lewis 
Clark gave evidence in 
which he admitted his part 
in the robbery, but claimed 
he had disposed of the cash 
by setting it alight after an

alarm on the box was 
activated and dye destroyed 
the contents. 

He also claimed the cash 
he was seen spending at 
Bicester Village was money 


he had made from competing 
in boxing. 

The court found the 
evidence was unreliable and 
the confiscation order was 
granted. 

The pair have six months 
to pay the money. If they 
fail to do so, another 12 
months will be added to their 
sentences. 

The Clarks have also been 
given serious crime preven¬ 
tion orders. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Paul Rymar, senior investi¬ 
gating officer, said: “Obtain¬ 
ing the two conviction orders 
and the fact the pair now 
have to pay back the money 
they stole in compensation is 
an additional benefit to the 
already lengthy prison sen¬ 
tences handed to them. 

“The conviction of these 
violent individuals, the sub¬ 
sequent long sentences, con¬ 
fiscation orders and serious 
crime prevention orders 
were testament to the hard 
work and dedication of the 
officers and staff from East 
Surrey CID who investigated 
this offence and the victim, 
who demonstrated courage 
throughout the legal pro¬ 
ceedings, for which he must 
be commended.” 


GREW DRUGS: Davide 
Ditrana, 26, of St 
Leonards Road, Epsom, 
pleaded guilty to 
growing 18 cannabis 
plants last October. 

He was handed a 
community order at 
South East Surrey 
Magistrates' Court on 
Friday, February 20, 
and ordered to carry 
out 200 hours of unpaid 
work. Ditrana was 
ordered to pay a £60 
victim surcharge and 
£85 in costs. 

SET HERSELF AUGHT: 

Firefighters were called 
to hospital on Sunday to 
save a mental health 
patient who set herself 
on fire. Three fire 
engines took her to 
Epsom Hospital’s 
Langley Wing, run by 
Surrey and Borders 
Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust at 
6.40pm. A Surrey Fire 
and Rescue spokesman 
said the fire burnt the 
patients’ clothes and 
bedsheets, but she 
escaped serious injury. 

ROAD SHUT: A leaking 
water main forced the 
closure of a road in 
Epsom town centre on 
Tuesday.

£4m for town centre and traffic revamp

Epsom is now on course to 
win close to £4m to regener¬ 
ate its town centre after the 
Government provided more 
funding for its planned traffic 
and street improvements. 

Last week, the Epsom 
Guardian reported that, to¬ 
gether with Surrey County 
Council (SCC), Epsom Coun¬ 
cil had made a bid for a £2.7m 
project to the local enterprise 
partnership (LEP) for major 


road improvements in the 
town centre including mak¬ 
ing South Street, pictured 
inset, two-way. 

Of this, the LEP said it 
would originally provide 
£2.1m, with the rest match- 
funded by Epsom Council, 
SCC and local developer con¬ 
tributions. 

But, at a full council meet¬ 
ing last week, it was revealed 
the LEP is now willing to give 
a full £2.7m for the scheme - 
as long as this is match-fund¬ 
ed by Epsom Council and 
SCC to the tune of £675,000, 
with Epsom funding £276,000 


of this amount. 

This is on top of a success 
ful bid by Epsom Coun 
cil for £200,000 from 
the LEP for further 
public realm im¬ 
provements, 
which the coun¬ 
cil has match- 
funded with 
another £200,000. 

This would take 
the total pot of 
money for all of 
the improvements to 
£3.8m - with Epsom Council 
contributing £476,000. 

Close to £lm of the money 


would be used specifically for 
“public realm improve¬ 
ments”, such as the 
sprucing up of 
street furniture, 
with the rest 
spent on the 
major road 
changes. 

At the council 
meeting, coun¬ 
cillors voted to 
allow its money 
to be used for the 
match-funding. 

It is still waiting on ap¬ 
proval for the money, but 
Mark Berry, its head of 



planning, said the LEP has 
indicated it will be awarded. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, who 
represents town ward, said: 
“It is fantastic news. 

“We worked hard and ended 
up with our prize.” 

He said a project manager 
to oversee the scheme will 
also be funded using the 
money. 

But plans to make South 
Street one way have met with 
opposition from some Epsom 
Guardian readers. 

David Goodrick, of St 
Stephen’s Avenue, Ashtead, 
said: “I have never heard of 


such a hare-brained scheme. 

“All this idea would achieve 
would be to push the traffic 
down Woodcote Road, the Av¬ 
enue and Worple Road.” 

John Wooders, from 
Epsom, said: “I just cannot 
see how this will benefit 
Epsom either by reducing 
traffic congestion or making 
it easier to get to the town.” 

Epsom Council said a date 
for public consultation on 
the plans cannot yet be 
confirmed.

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Fire ravages derelict hospital

A huge blaze at a derelict mental 
hospital caused massive traffic 
disruption last week as firefight¬ 
ers worked to make the gutted 
building safe. 

Acer House, in East Street, 
Epsom, burst into flames in the 
early hours of Wednesday, 
February 19. 

Terri Stockley-Hetheringon, 
from Chessington, saw the blaze 
just after 2am. 

The 36-year-old, who is a driver 
for out-of-hours doctors, said: “It 
looked really bad. 

“I have never seen a fire ravage 
anything so quickly. 

“I can’t even imagine the tem¬ 
perature of fire like that. 

“We could see the wooden 
beams of the roof when we ap¬ 
proached, but within 10 minutes 
bricks were falling down. 

“It was very, very smoky. 

“There are lots of businesses in 
Kiln Lane and they were trying 
to get in and out and the police 
were directing them.” 

Firefighters brought the fire 
under control by 6am, but a pub¬ 
lic exclusion zone, road closures 
and diversions were put in place 
for several days until the build¬ 
ing was partially demolished to 
make it safe. 

A 54-year-old man was arrested 
on suspicion of torching the 
building, but has been released 
on bail until March 7. 



It was the second fire in a week 
at the location. 

A fire was started in rubbish 
beside the building at 3.10pm on 
Valentine’s Day, but was put out 
by the fire brigade with minimal 
damage. 

A man in his 50s was arrested 
after that incident, but released 
on bail. 

Acer House was empty at the 
time of both fires and no one was 
injured. 

It is understood the building 
was scheduled for demolition 
and had remained vacant since it 
shut in 2011 as a centre providing 
support to people with mental 
health problems, drug and alco¬ 
hol problems and learning 
disabilities. 


Evi Loizou, whose mother lives 
in Middle Lane, behind Acer 
House, said her mother had seen 
people “coming in and out of the 
building” since it had been 
empty and a week ago she saw a 
young man entering it from the 
back. 

On the blaze, Ms Loizou, who 
was staying with her mother at 
the time, said: “We thought the 
embers might blow on to our 
house, but the wind was blowing 
away from it.” 

Detective Constable Jemma 
Daly said: “I am appealing for 
anyone who may have witnessed 
anything or anyone acting suspi¬ 
ciously in or around the location 
to contact officers with any 
details.”

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ID scanners at bar doors

Human rights groups have 
raised concerns about a new 
scheme that will mean people 
on a night out in Epsom will 
be barred entry to bars and 
clubs unless they allow their 
fingerprints or IDs to be 
scanned and their details 
recorded. 

This month, Surrey Police 
announced the launch of a 
project that will involve the 
use of identity scanners - 
although the first two scan¬ 
ners have yet to arrive and no 
start date has been set. 

But civil liberties group 
Liberty has slammed the 
scheme for “harvesting” per¬ 
sonal data and said “people 
in a free society should not be 
forced to hand over confiden¬ 
tial personal information just 
to have a drink”. 

As part of the Pubs and 
Clubs against Drugs cam¬ 
paign, which is jointly run by 
Epsom and Ewell Communi¬ 
ty Safety Partnership and 
safer drinking organisa¬ 
tion Pubwatch, two scan¬ 
ners will initially be 
rotated around premises 
in Epsom. 

The scanners will take 
the details of those on 
nights out, in a bid to 
reduce anti-social be¬ 
haviour and drug-tak¬ 
ing inside premises. 


It will be run by the door 
staff at the pubs and clubs. 

Anyone wanting to enter 
the premises will be required 
to give their fingerprint or 
have their ID scanned. 

Cross-checked against the 
Police National Database, if 
they show that an individual 
already has their details on 
record and has been banned 
from licensed premises by 
Pubwatch or is using a fake 
ID, they will be refused entry. 

But even if an individual’s 
fingerprint and details are 
not on the Police National 
Database and there is no rea¬ 
son to refuse them entry, 
they are still required to reg¬ 
ister their personal informa¬ 
tion with this then being kept 
on record, unless they ask for 
it to be deleted. 

A Surrey Police spokesman 


said all personal information 
is kept on a protected 
database in line with the Data 
Protection Act. 

People can ask for their de¬ 
tails not to be kept on the 
database once they have reg¬ 
istered them. 

He said it will be the re¬ 
sponsibility of door staff to 
tell people they can opt-out. 

James Welch, legal director 
for Liberty, said: “By out¬ 
sourcing their work in this 
way - using clubs and bars to 
harvest and store masses of 
incredibly sensitive data - 
police insist they are keeping 
us safe. 

“But can we be sure our 
privacy will be?”

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Costly penalty for superbug cases 


Hospitals could be fined thou¬ 
sands of pounds for missing an 
NHS zero tolerance target for su¬ 
perbug MRSA. 

Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 
NHS Trust had three “avoidable” 
cases of MRSA between May and 
September, as well as a further 
case in January. 

It is not yet known if the Jan¬ 
uary case could have been avoid¬ 
ed. The NHS target is zero cases. 

After a board meeting this 
month, the trust’s chief nurse 
Pippa Hart said: “In the contract 


there is a clause, which means 
the commissioners can fine us 
£10,000 per case. 

“However, we would need to 
have discussions with our com¬ 
missioners whether or not they 
wish to levy that fine.” 

When asked about actions to 
fight MRSA, she said: “We are 
doing what we have been doing 
for the past four years, which is 
focusing on the fundamentals of 
care.” 

This includes good hand 
hygiene, line management and 


understanding the complexities 
of cases being looked after. 

Hospital patients are more at 
risk of the bacterial infection, 
which is resistant to a number of 
widely used antibiotics. 

The bacteria, known as Staph, 
can cause mild skin infections 
such as boils as well as life- 
threatening blood poisoning or 
infection of the heart lining. 

Between April 2013 and March 
2014, there were two cases at 
Epsom Hospital and six at St 
Helier.

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Thousands due 
to mourn boxer

Thousands of mourners are expected to 
attend the funeral of a family man 
beloved by the racing, boxing and trav¬ 
eller communities alike. 

Peter Matthews, 70, died at his home in 
Horton Hill, Epsom, on Thursday, 
February 5, after a five-year battle with 
cancer and then pneumonia. 

His daughter Chanelle, 24, who was 
also his carer towards the end of his life, 
said: “He was a very much-loved man, 
always helping others. Boxing, pigeons, 
horses and greyhounds those were the 
things he loved.” 

On the day of his funeral, March 5, his 
horse-drawn hearse will go over the 
Downs where he proudly put up the 
fences for the Derby for 51 years. 

Ms Matthews said her father, who had 
Gypsy blood, also started off a site for 
trailers there. 

She said: “He persuaded Epsom Race¬ 
course to let travellers have somewhere 
where they could come to the Derby. 
And ever since they have.” 

Her father asked for the members of 
his last boxing club, Rose Hill Amateur 
Boxing Club, in Sutton, to wear their 
tracksuits to his funeral. 

Mr Matthews fell in love with boxing 
as a boy and went on to spar with the 
likes of heavyweight Henry Cooper be¬ 
fore he had an injury. 

Ever since then, he trained youngsters, 
including young offenders, and once 
championed the benefits of boxing on a 
TV show. 

Ms Matthews said: “Boxing was his life 
and boxing probably kept him going 
right up until he couldn’t go any more. 
Pigeons were his hobby, he loved them. 

“He loved his horses. My dad was a 
workaholic, always driving his little dig¬ 
ger or fencing or tarmacking, cutting 
trees. He was a man of many talents.” 

His 60 racing pigeons will be released 
into the air as he is buried in Epsom 
Cemetery. 

During his life he raced pigeons back 
from as far afield as France and 
Belgium. 

Ms Matthews said: “He used to race 
them from all over really. 

“He had them since he was a boy. He 
won quite a few races.” 

Two days before the funeral, Mr

Matthews’ body will be taken home for a 
wake with a traditional Gypsy fire 
outside and lots of flowers. 

His biological father was Jasper Smith 
- a leading traveller whose own funeral 
brought Epsom to a standstill a number 
of years ago. 

But Mr Matthews was actually 
brought up by a non-Gypsy man, Fred 
Matthews, who he called dad and loved 
very much. 

He had five children of his own, in¬ 
cluding Ms Matthews who described 
him as the “best” father and he was de¬ 
voted to her five-year-old son, Riley. 

Valerie Smith, 70, secretary and trea¬ 
surer of Rose Hill Amateur Boxing Club, 
said: “He was a great asset to amateur 
boxing. I loved him to bits. He was like a 
brother. 

“Everyone in the amateur boxing 
world loved him.” 

Caroline Baldock, a member of the 
racing community, said: “He was a gen¬ 
uinely lovely guy who everyone knew 
and had been on the Downs all his life.” 

A nurse, called Beverly, from Princess 
Alice Hospice, cared for Mr Matthews at 
the end of his life. 

The family has asked for donations in 
his memory to go to the hospice and 
there will be a collection at the funeral. 

Anyone who would like to pay their re¬ 
spects to Mr Matthews is invited to the 
funeral, which is due to start at 11.50am 
at Christ Church Epsom Common, on 
Thursday, March 5.

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Mum: I fear for health of 
daughters in mouldy flat

A young mum is worried 
about the health of her 
daughters, who are liv- 
' ' ing in a damp, cold and 
mouldy flat. 

Chloe Soder, 22, from 
Colne Court on the 
Watersedge estate, 
said she and her 


daughters, aged two and four, 
keep on catching colds. 

The single mum said: “I feel 
like a terrible parent that my 
girls have to live in this. 

“I’m helpless. I don’t have a 
lot of money. 

“I can’t afford to redecorate 
every few months.” 

She described the flat as 
cold with dark mould grow¬ 
ing on its walls and puddles 
constantly forming on its 
window sills. 



She said: “The windows 
look as though someone has 
pointed a hose at them from 
the inside.” 

Despite repeated com¬ 
plaints, she said Epsom 
Council and Rosebery Hous¬ 
ing Association have failed to 
solve the problem. 

But the housing association 
said: “Rosebery is fully aware 
of the ongoing problems in 
Ms Soder’s flat. 

“We have carried out a 
range of works to deal with 
the problems at the property, 
and we plan to carry out fur¬ 
ther, extensive works to pro¬ 
vide a permanent remedy. 

“Our surveyor has recently 
visited and we are able to 
start further remedial works 
immediately, but Ms Soder 
has asked us to delay them 
until March 3.” 

Ms Soder said: “They 
wanted to come round and 


wash it [mould] off. 

“They said they don’t have 
a solution at the moment. 

“I could be waiting from six 
months to a year.” 

She said she did not want 
the housing association to 
remove the mould until an 
environmental health officer 
had looked at the problem. 

She added: “It is multiply¬ 
ing by the week. 

“There is mould all over the 
bottom of my mattress and 
the wooden bed slats.” 

In addition, she said mould 
has grown on the wooden 
floor and her daughters’ toys 
including a shopping basket 
and cuddly toys. 

The housing association 
spokesman said: “Rosebery 
is unable to offer permanent 
re-housing to Ms Soder and 
her family, as we do not have 
any suitable alternative 
accommodation.”

On Wednesday, March 12, 
Reigate and Banstead Coun¬ 
cillor Richard Mantle, from 
Epsom Downs, will be giving 
talks on the subject. 

The talk at 2pm will cost £3 
and include light refresh¬ 
ments and a 7pm talk with 
cost £5 and include a glass of 
wine.

operation on her ankle at the 
weekend. 

Her father Dean White, 42, 
contacted this newspaper last 
week to ask the woman to 
come forward to explain what 
happened, given the severity 
of his daughter’s injuries. 

On Friday, Mr White said 
the woman had made contact 
with the police. 

Surrey Police issued an ap¬ 
peal for witnesses to come for¬ 
ward earlier this week. 

A spokesman for Surrey Po¬ 
lice explained that if a driver 
hits a pedestrian or a car and 
stops to check if they are OK 
or to give their details, there 
is no legal obligation on them 
to then report the incident to 
the police. 


A school for children with se¬ 
vere disabilities and pro¬ 
found learning difficulties is 
no longer ranked as good. 

Ofsted has downgraded the 
Children’s Trust School, at 
Tadworth Court, to “requires 
improvement” following an 
inspection in December. 

Its inspection report said 
school leaders, governors 
and trust members_ — 


failed to check the work of 
the school closely and teach¬ 
ing standards had slipped. 

The school’s system for 
recording and monitoring 
safeguarding incidents was 
also described as “too com¬ 
plicated and unwieldy”. 

Lead inspector Janet 
Pearce said: “The school 
_____ has been 


operating in isolation and 
not enough has been done to 
sustain good teaching and 
learning or hold staff to ac¬ 
count for their work.” 

But the report noted that 
interim headteacher, Pam 
Walden, had identified ways 
to improve the school and 
pupils were well behaved. 

In response to the 
_ report, Ms Walden said 


the school was disappointed, 
but had already identified 
areas for improvement, 
many in line with Ofsted’s 
findings, and had already 
begun improvements. 

She said she was: “Confi¬ 
dent the positive impact of 
these changes will be evi¬ 
denced by staff and children 
over the coming months. 

“We remain committed to 
meeting the needs of the 
children as an absolute 
priority.” 

The special school has 45 
pupils, aged three to 19, with 
profound learning difficul¬ 
ties, disabilities and complex 
medical needs including 
life-limiting conditions.

Miss Surrey hopeful 
to inspire foster kids

A determined young woman who 
grew up in care is battling to 
win a beauty contest to inspire 
other youngsters from difficult 
upbringings. 

Tyanna Shama, 21, from 
Epsom, is one of 10 finalists 
in the Miss Surrey 2015 
competition. 

She hopes to win the crown on 
Friday, February 27, to become a 
role model for children who, like 
her, have grown up in care. 

The office worker, who now 
lives in Chessington with her 
boyfriend and his family, was put 
into foster care after her father 
died when she was 11 and her 
disabled mother, who suffered 
from mental illness, could not 
look after Miss Shama and her 
two siblings. 

Recalling that day, she said: 
“One day me and my sister were 
told to go to the headmaster’s of¬ 
fice. There was a man there who 
told us to pack a weekend bag. 

“Going through school, I felt re¬ 
ally different. The only thing 
that kept me the same was my 
school uniform. 

“A lot of kids in care do feel dif¬ 
ferent because they are not going 
home and experiencing a normal 


family evening that other kids 
have. 

“If kids see me win Miss Sur¬ 
rey I would give them motiva¬ 
tion. I have never let any of the 
things that have happened affect 
me. 

“In my life things have been 
hard, but I always try to think 
positively. Use that hardship and 
turn it into a positive. It’s about 
the choices you make.” 

Miss Shama, whose father used 
to run Indian restaurant Shamas 
opposite the Odeon cinema in 
Epsom’s Upper High Street for 
many years, aims to become a so¬ 
cial worker and wants to work 
with charities helping troubled 
youngsters. 

She added: “I want to be that 
social worker who stays the extra 
two hours and takes them for an 
ice cream to see if they are OK. I 
could be that friend.” 

Miss Surrey 2015 will be picked 
through a combination of inter¬ 
views with the judges, a catwalk 
show, their fundraising efforts 
and public votes. 

Miss Shama has so far raised 
£700 for charity Beauty with a 
Purpose by completing a zip wire 
challenge, which involved jump¬ 
ing off a quarry in Cornwall.

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Actress nearly died 
of a ‘broken heart’

An actress who swears by 
method acting almost died 
when she suffered the near- 
fatal “broken heart syn¬ 
drome” after spending 10 
hours filming a deathbed 
scene. 

Elaine Rhoades, from 
Epsom, was performing the 
scene for boxing film 
C.O.O.L.I.O, which is to be re¬ 
leased in the summer, and 
also stars boxing promoter Kel¬ 
lie Maloney before she under¬ 
went sex change surgery. 

Ms Rhoades, who plays a gang¬ 
ster’s mother in the film, said she 
used method acting to immerse 
herself in her dying character’s 
sorrow, but started to feel un¬ 
well after filming ended for 
the day. 

The next morning, 
the mother-of-four was 
rushed to intensive care 
at St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal, in Tooting, where 
she spent five 
days receiving treat¬ 
ment for broken 
heart syndrome - 
which is known 
medically as 


Takotsubo cardiomyopathy. 

It is a potentially life-threatening 
temporary condition that affects 
those who have experienced severe 
grief, during which time adrenalin 
released by the body causes the 
heart to become paralysed. 

The 53-year-old, who has also 
starred in The Bill and EastEn- 
ders, said: “With method acting 
you become the person. 

“It’s quite intense. You relate it to 
your own feelings and become im¬ 
mersed in it. 

“It was 10 hours long. I started to 
feel very unwell and sick and tired 
and couldn’t get out of the role. 
Everything around me was not 
there.” 

She said she imagined saying 
goodbye to her own son when film¬ 
ing the scene and joked that her 
brush with death proves how good 
an actress she is - “But it could 
have killed me in the process”. 

“I didn’t know it would happen. 

“I have done many roles that 
have been very intense and never 
had this happen before. 

“I thought I was going to die.” 

The actress said the syndrome 
has left no permanent damage to 
her heart and she will not stop 
using her tried-and-tested formula 
of method acting. 

However, she added: “It is not 
something that is the right thing 
for everybody.”

Chaos with two-way system 


If your map of the new road pro¬ 
posals in Epsom town centre is 
accurate making South Street 
two-way seems to be the only 
change in road usage. 

While undoubtedly there will 
be a reduction in traffic through 
the high street it would seem 
that this would be at the expense 
of the following: 

□ At the northern end of South 
Street the existing traffic lights 
would need to incorporate a 
right hand turn out of West 
Street (four traffic flows instead 
of three). 

□ The current left hand filter 
lane would be lost in South 


Street and northbound traffic 
queuing would be limited to one 
lane with the added complica¬ 
tion that delivery traffic to the 
Ashley Centre would be making 
a conflicting movement across 
traffic leaving West Street. 

□ At the southern end of the 
new two-way section the existing 
junction at the Playhouse corner 
will now have six traffic flows in¬ 
stead of the current four. 

Currently there is only one di¬ 
rect conflict - traffic from the 
Dorking Road turning right into 
Ashley Avenue with traffic from 
Ashley Avenue into South 
Street. 


Two new conflicts will arise - 
in the first traffic from Ashley 
Avenue towards the Dorking 
Road, currently unimpeded by 
conflicting traffic will now clash 
with traffic wishing to continue 
along South Street. And in the 
second, traffic from Ashley Av¬ 
enue turning right and currently 
able to merge in the three lanes 
in the present layout will now be 
vying for space in the one lane 
northbound in South Street. 

The new layout will mean 
there will be no reduction in traf¬ 
fic northbound in South Street 
and thus with one lane instead of 
three the existing queues on the 


approach roads will get longer. 

There is even the danger that 
traffic leaving Ashley Avenue 
will block back. 

I just cannot see how this will 
benefit Epsom either by reduc¬ 
ing traffic congestion or making 
it easier to get to the town. 

The estimated two minutes 
saving in getting through the 
town will doubtless be compen¬ 
sated by the extra time queuing 
to get into the town from the 
Dorking direction and the time 
taken to get through South 
Street.

PROPERTY INVESTMENT UPDATE 


PROPERTY VALUES RISE BY £1082 PER WEEK IN EPSOM 


Last week, a client of ours who lives 
in Cobham came in to our office to 
discuss a management service, but 
we soon got round to talking about the 
rising property values in our part of 
Surrey. He owns a varied portfolio of 
rental properties, primarily in Epsom 
and Tadworth with one in his home 
town in Cobham, so it was interesting 
to compare the increase in property 
values around the area. 

Over the last 12 months in Epsom average 
property values have risen from £413,200 to

T he daughter of a 
great champion for 
the disabled and un¬ 
derprivileged is set to 
speak about her father’s 
amazing life and political 
career, writes Alice Foster. 

Jack Ashley, who lived in 
Epsom for more than 50 
years until his death in 
2012, was a highly respect¬ 
ed MP and lifelong cam¬ 
paigner for the 
disadvantaged. 

His daughter, Jane Ash¬ 
ley, is proud to be giving a 


talk about him to the 
Epsom and Ewell Literary 
Society at Epsom Play¬ 
house in April. 

She says: “He was an ex¬ 
traordinary man - a great 
fighter, a stubborn and 
brilliant campaigner, and a 
man of enormous compas¬ 
sion who overcame his 
own disability to help 
countless others through 
his campaigns for people 
with disabilities. 

“He was a wonderful fa¬ 
ther and grandfather. 


Epsom was his home for 
half a century and he had 
many friends there.” 

Mr Ashley left school at 
the age of 14 to support his 
family. He was the 
youngest ever town coun¬ 
cillor and worked as a 
labourer. 

His daughter says: “He 
was struck by the injustice 
of the tremendous poverty 
at the time and became a 
greater fighter to help his 
community.” 

He went on to become a 


union shop steward, won a 
scholarship to Oxford, 
studied at Cambridge, 
worked at the BBC and 
was elected as a Labour 
MP in 1966.

Blast from the pas 


The Honda HR-V is back, 16 years 
after it more or less invented the 
'crossover' body style, and almost 
a decade after it was taken out of 
production. 

Buyers can expect a seven- 
inch touch-screen on mid- and 
high-grade models, petrol and 
diesel engines, 'hidden' rear door 
handles to enhance a coupe- 
style look, and the same cleverly- 
folding 'Magic Seats' already 
seen in the Civic. 

The 453-litre boot dwarfs those 



of some of the HR-V's rivals, while 
in a bold move it will use an 
Android operating system for its 
media interface. Functionality 
will mirror that of a typical Sony, 
Samsung or HTC smartphone so 
buyers will already know how to 
use it. 

Safety systems are coming out 
of the HR-V's ears. Radar sensors, 
front- and rear-facing cameras, 
active braking assist, collision 
warnings, lane change warnings 
and more will feature in the range, 


although not all on the entry-level 
model. 

Engineered to give a 'saloon-like' 
driving experience, efficient 1.5- 
litre petrol and 1.6-litre diesel en¬ 
gines will be offered, with 128bhp 
and 118bhp respectively. Manual 
gearboxes will be standard, with a 
CVT automatic an option. 

Honda will reveal the car in the 
flesh at the Geneva Motor Show in 
March. 


WHAT'S NEW?: While this genera¬ 
tion of 308 might still be regarded 
as a relatively new model, until 
now there's not been a perfor¬ 
mance version to emulate Peu¬ 
geot's past hot hatch glories. This 
308 GT goes some way to plugging 
that gap, although don't get too 
excited as this is GT is missing the 
all-important 'i' because it's a 
warm hatch not a truly hot one. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: If it wasn't for 
the 308 GT's rather flash alloy 
wheels it would be an easy car to 


miss on the road. Subtle is the key¬ 
word here, with Peugeot's warm 
308 opting for a low profile that 
will likely please buyers seeking to 
go about their (brisk) business 
without generating any unwanted 
attention. And hopes are high for 
this particular 308, as it can't have 
escaped you that Peugeot has a 
rich heritage of driver-focused per¬ 
formance hatches large and small. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: In five- 
door hatchback guise the 308 GT 
offers a good level of cabin space 


and overall versatility. Purists will 
bemoan the lack of a three-door 
model, but if you're practically 
minded you'll welcome the ability 
to transport the family with ease 
and still have fun. And if the five- 
door isn't enough, there's also the 
SW estate boasting even more 
room without compromising the 
driving experience. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: This hi-tech 
308 GT boasts, in petrol guise, a 
trick twin scroll turbo 1.6-litre en¬ 
gine delivering 202 horsepower. 


For sensible types the 2.0-litre 
diesel outputs a healthy 180 
horsepower and is noticeably the 
more laid-back of the two models. 

Sticking with the petrol 308 GT, 
the car's slick six-speed manual 
gearbox helps deliver a rewarding 
time behind the wheel. Key to the 
GT's ability to serve up a polished 
and confident performance on 
even some pretty rough and de¬ 
manding roads is its reconfigured 
suspension settings. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: There's no 


denying that the 308 GT is well 
equipped, and this does much to 
enhance its appeal over and 
above the car's basic performance 
proposition. However, if you care 
to delve a little deeper you'll see 
that Peugeot's combination of
